As of December 31, 1966 the cash on hand was 
$9,883.74. 


January 15, 1966 Mr. Russell Howard was 
hired as Boss Farmer. He, with the cooperation of 
the Farm Committee has done a tremendous job 
such as needed repairs on farm machinery, painting 
of farm building, development of farm lands, instal- 
lation of a farm record system, and many other 
things. For this we are grateful. 


Mr. Victor Hamel was hired as Superintendent 
of County Home effective April 1, 1966 with the 
full approval of the County Executive Committee. 
The appointment of a Superintendent in Strafford 
County is under the Tenure Bill which was passed 
in 19638. Effective July, 1966 Mrs. Victor Hamel was 
placed on payroll as Kitchen Food Supervisor. 


During 1966 under the supervision of Mr. 
Hamel, among many other things we would like 
to mention a few major improvements such as the 
complete renovation of kitchen, tiling and painting 
of dispensary, plumbing in home, boiler room and 
barns, painting interior of jail, remodeling office 
and visiting room in jail. 


Five months of the year 1966 August 1, 1966 
to January 1, 1967 there were only two Commis- 
sioners due to the untimely deaths of Commissioner 
Edward McKeon and Commissioner John Donovan. 


We would like to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to the Executive Committee, to the Superinten- 
dent of the Riverside Rest Home and his staff, to 
the acting Superintendent of Riverside Rest Home 
for their cooperation throughout the year. Also, 
especially to Mrs. Mary Cheney and her staff for

In taking office on April 1, 1966 Mr. William 
Kincaid was retained to guide me for a period of 
30 days. He explained the complex duties and res- 
ponsibilities of the Strafford County Farm. I was 
indeed grateful for his help. 


To Mr. Earl Crocker, whom one can call ‘My 
Man Friday’ is always there to help when needed. 
He is indeed a man with a ‘Heart’ who has given 
faithful service to all residents. 


To Mrs. Helen McKeon, Director of Nurses, con- 
gratulations for a job well done in her department. 
Her budget provided for ten new hospital beds, and 
she installed curtains, separating each bed in six 
wards, providing the dignity of privacy. She has 
organized a devoted Staff of Registered Nurses, 
L.P.N.’s and Nurses Aides. They are indeed the 
pride of the home. 


In our kitchen and dining room we had Mrs. 
Millie Doyon, as a Dietitian who was most efficient 
in grouping all aides to work as a team, as well as 
the group in the dish room. To all I say ‘Thank You’. 


To our Baker, Mr. Harvey Eldridge, and to our 
Cook, Mr. Raymond Gauthier, I am grateful because 
by working well together we now have only two 
instead of four to prepare 600 meals daily. 


To Russell Howard, Head Herdsman, I say a job 
well done in 1966, and with the guidance of the 
Agricultural Committee, headed by Arthur Cutter 
who charted our course, we say “Thank You All’. 


To Ed Flanaghan, Laundry foreman, who keeps 
the residents in clean beddings and linen with his 
limited crew of two men and the inmates of the 
House of Correction that may be available, a job 
well done. 


To our Maintenance Crew, headed by Joseph 
Vermette, and all the others in the housekeeping 
and janitorial work, I say ‘Thank you’ for the clean 
up-keep that helps to make our Home a happy one. 
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To Wilfred Gagne, Captain of the Guards, who 
withstood the unjust criticism of publicity when 
things get rough, I say like Captain Virgin and 
Warden Hancock of the State Prison “that Mr. 
Gagne is a natural in his work’’, and with proper 
guidance in the changing laws and regulations, We 
Will Be Respected at the House of Correction. 


To our Commissioners, George Carberry, Chair- 
man, who was always as close to the Farm as my 
telephone, guided me through many problems; and 
Robert Beamis whose acquaintance with us was too 
short, we say to both thank you for your coopera- 
tion. 


The memory of Edward McKeon will linger on, 
as a man who had great vision to serve another 
term. He was a great man. 


To Reverend Donald Macomber, who arranges 
the Protestant services on a routine weekly basis, I 
say ‘Sincere Thank You!’ To the Chaplains of the 
Catholic faith, Rev. Authier, Lyons, Genereux and 
present Rev. Georges Auger, we are indeed grateful 
to the clergy for the spiritual comfort rendered. 


To the Executive Committee who met on a quart- 
erly basis at the Home to review our progress were 
indeed most cooperative to all departments by 
allowing the transfer of funds where needed to 
meet emergencies and improvements that were 
badly needed. Their enthusiasm made my position 
worthwhile, because it proved to me that the 
welfare of our residents came first. 


To my wife Vi, who contrary to past administra- 
tions was not hired as a Matron. She came to the 
Home to serve gratis for a period of three months, 
to help me organize a united system. She was a 
great help especially in the kitchen and dining room, 
where she had many years of experience to offer. In 
July we had a counter girl resign. Vi, replaced her 
at the minimum 40 hour week of $1.25 per hour. 
She has extended her services wherever needed far 
beyond any 40 hour schedule. I am very grateful 
and appreciative for her cooperation and under- 
standing. 
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I am pleased to state that contrary to all gossip 
that Strafford County was loaded with ‘Politics’ that 
it was not so in my nine months of 1966. I operated 
free of any political interference, this makes for 
stronger County Government. I sincerely hope that 
the year 1967 shall be resolved in the same manner, 
and we shall all work for the interest of all the peo- 
ple in Strafford County. 


To Dr. John J. Hartigan our County Physician, 
who has been called at all hours to solve our emer- 
gency problems I say ‘Thank You’. 


To John Maglaras, our barber who has given 
many extra hours to many difficult cases — we 
appreciate it.

IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS 
AT REST HOME 1966 


Floors and walls of the kitchen and two men’s 
rooms were tiled in bright cheerful colors. 


Engineers were consulted as to the efficiency 
of boilers, and the hot water system. 


We now have hot water at all times for 
every department. 


Water pressure problems are also corrected. 


A new large refrigerator was purchased 
which was a saving, and thus we have elim- 
inated one cook. 


Emergency fund was required to pay for 
replacement of rusty pipes with copper tub- 
ing, as pipes were leaking all over the boiler 
room. 


Painted six residents’ rooms and all the hall- 
ways in brighter colors. 


Painted both porches and neglected areas. 
All fences and posts were painted white. 


The entire inside of the House of Correction 
was painted. 


Prisoners sealed and painted the outside 
cement blocks of the dining room walls in 
bright aqua color. 


Two alley-ways were hot-topped which were 
leading to the dining room to prevent track- 
ing in dirt. 

Central location for provisions enabled better 
control. 


After inspection the elevator was repaired 
to guarantee the safety of residents. 

After fire inspection the fire hoses were 
renewed.

New exhaust fan in kitchen was installed for 
proper ventilation. 


Garbage cans were replaced by paper disposal 
bags for sanitation. 


Old Chapel Room was made into two wards, 
giving room for nine added beds. 


Farm and milk rooms were completely paint- 
ed, and the land was cultivated by spreading 
75 tons of lime and 25 tons of fertilizer. 


We stored enough crop to feed all animals 
until the 1967 crop. 


Cleaned all unsightly parts of the ground. 


Piggery boiler was changed from steam pres- 
sure to low thermostat which should result 
in approximately $1,000.00 savings. 


At the beginning of the year we had 60 bed- 
ridden patients, we now have 78. 


Dishwasher machine was repaired so that it 
is now completely automatic, also, sanitary 
changes were made so that the dishes and 
glasses were disposed without handling.

In addition to the above felonies, approximately 
one hundred and fifteen (115) lesser offenses were 
handled through the office of the County Attorney. 
These offenses included juvenile appeals, motor 
vehicle violations, violations of probation, larcenies, 
assaults, and numerous other minor violations of law 
where the respondent plead guilty, nolo, or was 
tried, or remanded to the Court of original juris- 
diction, nol prossed, or otherwise disposed of. 


During the year 1966 there were thirty-seven

ment Act which were prepared and presented to 
the Strafford County Superior Court.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


I would recommend that office space, together 
with office equipment, be made available to the 
County Attorney at the Strafford County Court 
House. At present there are no facilities and it 
certainly would be more advantageous to the public 
if the County Attorney had an office in Dover where 
conferences could be held and records kept. 
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I would also recommend that serious considera- 
tion be given to the construction of a new jail, or a 
merger with adjoining counties to build or modern- 
ize present facilities for the detention of prisoners.

AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 
1966, the agricultural] agent: 


. made 377 visits for farmers, home owners, 
and others 
. . received 211 office callers 
. completed 960 telephone calls 
. - prepared 40 news articles 
. distributed 4431 
. held 114 educational meetings attended by 
2480 


The agricultural agent is designated manager of 
the Extension Service Office. In addition, he is res- 
ponsible for the agricultural program in dairy, 
poultry, forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural 
engineering, farm management, and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with 
governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service with information on crops and fertili- 
zers and serves as secretary of the Soil Conserva- 
tion District. The agent is an ex-officio member of 
the Agricultural Stabilization Conservation Service 
County Committee. Recommendations and approv- 
als are made on seeding, fertilizing, and liming 
practices, based on test results. 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the 
Farm and Home Loan Administration Board which 
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makes loans to farm people; and assists the Selec- 
tive Service System by giving advice pertaining to 
agricultural problems, and by making draft defer- 
ment “‘yardsticks.”” He also serves as executive sec- 
retary for the Strafford County RAD Committee. 


During the growing season the agent reports 
local weather and crop conditions to the New Eng- 
land Office of the Agricultural Statistician. During 
this period he also helps farmers with insect con- 
trol problems, including safe use of pesticides. Re- 
cently there have been numerous problems caused 
by the drought. Assistance is also given the Depart- 
ment of Interior in the control of predatory animals 
and rodents. 


More and more help is being constantly requested 
by urban people for lawns, home gardens, orna- 
mentals, and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the agent’s 
main duties. However, a detailed annual report is 
available for examination at the Extension Service 
Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service 
is the Advisory Council, which is made up of thir- 
teen members. Each line of work; namely, agricul- 
ture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H has three 
members on the council, with the last member being 
appointed by the representatives of the County Del- 
egation. Meetings are held at least four times a 
year, with the finance committee of five members 
meeting each month for the disbursement of funds.

HOME ECONOMISTS’ REPORT 


Twenty-nine organized Extension groups carried 
on monthly educational programs in Home Manage- 
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ment, Housing, Child Development and Human Re- 
lations, Foods and Nutrition, Home Furnishings, 
Clothing, International Relations, and Family Em- 
ergencies. The greatest number of groups are locat- 
ed in three cities—Dover, Somersworth, and Roches- 
ter — with others scattered throughout the rural 
areas of Milton, Farmington, Strafford, Barrington, 
Madbury, and Rollinsford. 


Trained Extension leaders did exceptionally well 
this year, teaching 221 classes reaching 3782 people. 
One hundred thirty-two meetings were held by pro- 
fessional home economists. 


Homemakers were also kept up to date in Home 
Economics by 271 news articles and through the 
monthly newsletter, which is mailed to more than 
1200 women who requested it. A total of 17,451 
bulletins were also distributed; and there were 
3274 home visits, office and telephone calls to aid 
individuals. In addition 443 consultations were held 
to aid organizations. 


Lessons on Consumer Education highlighted the 
Home Economics program during 1966. The Home 
Economist taught 32 consumer education food class- 
es, the purpose of which was to give homemakers 
an understanding of the newer methods of food 
processing and to help them to know when to use 
convenience foods and when to pass them by. Four 
hundred seventy-seven women participated. 


One area meeting on Achieving the Designer’s 
Look In Your Clothes attracted 300 people — 
dressmakers, home economics teachers, sewing ma- 
chine representatives, and Extension women—who 
wished to learn new trends in clothing construction 
and fashion. 


Clothing lessons on Etiquette and Elegance in Ap- 
pearance were taught by thirty-eight trained lead- 
ers, who reached nearly 400 people. 


During National Consumer Education Week, 
1523 home economics bulletins were picked up at 
the Federal Office Building. 
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More than 100 women received help in the selec- 
tion, installation, and maintenance of hard surface 
floor coverings; and women from four communities 
participated in a Kitchen Improvement Workshop. 


Ten trained leaders are teaching one of Exten- 
sion’s most valuable lessons, Mrs. Homemaker, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary and Treasurer. 


The Home Economist in Home Management serv- 
ed as consultant for many families contemplating 
construction changes in their kitchens, bathrooms, 
laundries, or other areas of the home, helping them 
to avoid mistakes and pitfalls. 


In Home Furnishings, twenty-two women parti- 
cipated in a special course on Interior Design. 


In Human Relations, it was felt that Family Val- 
ues needed re-examining in a changing world. A 
Matter of Values was the title of the lesson. Mothers 
also learned how to do a better job of communicat- 
ing with other members of the family. 


Since we are involved in a world community, 
homemakers felt the need to know more about 
their neighbors in other lands. Three hundred forty- 
six people studied the customs, culture, government, 
economy, and problems of Brazil. Lessons were 
taught by 21 leaders trained by the IFYE (Interna- 
tional Farm Youth Exchange) delegate to Brazil 
and the Home Economist. 


Classes in tailoring, intermediate and beginning 
sewing, pattern fitting, and clothing repair were 
conducted. 


To lift homemakers out of the monotony of daily 
chores and bring them a touch of beauty and cul- 
ture, we have included in our educational program, 
an art appreciation series presented by our office 
secretary, Muriel Nehring. 


To date the two programs — A JOURNEY INTO 
ART and ADVENTURES IN ART — have been en- 
thusiastically received by all Strafford County ladies 
who have seen them. The series consists of beauti- 
ful colored slides of art masterpieces from the Early 
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Renaissance through and including the works of 
our modern local painters. The narrative gives a 
brief background of each artist and a glimpse of 
events, culture, and the life in various periods and 
countries concerned. 


Chair reseating, slipcovering, electricity, matting 
and framing of pictures, better home lighting, 
handcrafts, and other projects were also taught by 
trained leaders. 


Nine programs in Family Emergencies and Family 
Health were presented by Robert E. Evans, Exten- 
sion coordinator of Rural] Civil Defense at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire, reaching 168 people. 


The Home Economist and leaders have coopera- 
ted in community service and public affairs pro- 
grams, particularly Community Action programs — 
Homemakers’ Skills and Operation Head Start. In 
addition they have helped to carry out Medical 
Self-Help courses in cooperation with local Civil 
Defense, as well as Federal Housing and County 
Home programs. Every effort has been made to help 
with the development and promotion of homemak- 
ing education for disadvantaged families.

REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 


There are two 4-H youth development agents in 
Strafford County; and, at the end of the 1966 club 
year, 176 leaders and 56 junior leaders were teach- 
ing 4-H projects to 4824 members — 2222 boys and 
2602 girls — in ten towns and three cities. In addi- 
tion, 635 young people who were not enrolled in 4-H 
were worked with. In 1966 Strafford County had the 
highest enrollment in the history of New Hamp- 
shire—2000 members more than in the county with 
the second highest 4-H enrollment. This is by far 
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our greatest accomplishment, offering this most 
worthwhile youth program to so many youngsters. 
This is an increase of more than 3800 members in 
one year. 


Strafford County had eight state winners — six 
attended the National 4-H Club Congress at Chica- 
go, one received a wrist watch, and one was award- 
ed a trip to the National 4-H Conference at Wash- 
ington, D.C. Two members were sectional winners 
at Chicago. Of these, one became a national winner 
and received a college scholarship. 


At the State 4-H Demonstration Contest, Strafford 
County really excelled with our members winning 
seven State Demonstration Contest awards. 

This was the first time in many years that this 
county had a livestock judging team. One member 
of this team placed first in New Hampshire and 
among the top ten at the Eastern Livestock Contest 
at Richmond, Virginia. 


Once again Strafford County had the winner of 
the State Poultry Products Demonstration Contest 
and the State Poultry Judging Contest. Both winners 
attended and competed at the Northeast Poultry 
Producers Contest at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 


The County Dairy Judging Team placed second in 
the state contest, and we had first place winners in 
the State 4-H Fitting and Showmanship Dog Show 
and the State 4-H Dog Obedience contest. Two mem- 
bers won the State Vegetable Demonstration and 
Foods contests; and represented New Hampshire at 
the National Junior Horticulture Association Con- 
vention at St. Louis, Missouri. One of these mem- 
bers gave a demonstration in Plan and Plant for 
Beauty, at the national convention, and came in 
second in the nation! 


Ten winners in the County Dress Revue went on 
to compete in the State Dress Revue; 175 club mem- 
bers gave demonstrations at the county contest; 
163 free 4-H camp for either one, two, or three 
weeks. 


In August, a county-wide Field Day was held at 
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Rochester Fairgrounds. During the morning ses- 
sion, instruction was given by specialists to 300 
4-H’ers, parents, and friends. Topics ranged from 
Natural Beauty to teaching recreation. In the after- 
noon, a competitive 4-H Junior Olympics was held. 


Throughout the City of Dover, a special Bicycle 
Safety Program was set up to emphasize safety- 
first in bicycle riding, with the hope that these 
young people would go into the Auto Safety Pro- 
gram later. The program was also designed to 
make the public aware of hazards of bicycling. The 
special Bicycle Safety Program conducted through- 
out the school system of Dover made it possible to, 
in a minor way, help each individual become aware 
of rules and regulations, proper riding procedures, 
receive a competitive driving program, and become 
acquainted with police officials on a more personal 
basis. 


This program was offered to 3600 students 
through sixteen illustrated lectures, with seven 
inspections, six road-eos, and a special awards pro- 
gram was open to the public; and the students and 
parents who attended heard inspiring messages by 
Mayor Hugh Tuttle of Dover and Director Samuel 
W. Hoitt of the New Hampshire Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


In 1967, more than 6000 students will be reached 
through Bicycle Safety programs at Rochester, Do- 
ver, Durham, Madbury, and Lee. 


The Automotive Safety Program had an enroll- 
ment of 435 students, who received excellent train- 
ing through the efforts of the police departments of 
Rochester and Dover, as well as local resource lead- 
ers. Strafford County recently received the State 
Trophy, awarded by the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company, for having the most outstanding Automo- 
tive Safety Program. 


This county also was selected as the outstanding 
county in the Natural Beauty Program, and was 
presented the Sears Roebuck Award.

A new project — the addition to the 4-H exhibi- 
tion building at Rochester Fairgrounds — was com- 
pleted in time to be used at this year’s fair. The 
new wing was made possible through the untiring 
efforts of volunteer workers, 4-H club members, 
leaders, and others who raised nearly $1200 and 
contributed their labor, as well, to complete the 
construction. More than $5000 in premium money 
was awarded to 4-H’ers at Rochester Fair this 
year — a new high. 


During 1966 agents held 32,827 consultations to 
aid individuals; released: 194 news stories; distrib- 
uted 19,139 publications to the public; sent out 134 
circular letters to 18,296 persons. All in all we feel 
that this has really been a banner year for Strafford 
County 4-H, and are looking forward to an even 
better record in 1967. 


COUNTY FORESTER’S REPORT 


The county forestry program is aimed at helping 
the 2290 woodland owners in Strafford County to 
solve their forestry problems. The county forester 
also assists the wood-using industries in locating, 
processing, and marketing wood products. This is 
a voluntary program on the part of the woodland 
owners; and the county forester received 275 re- 
quests during 1966 for in-field assistance on forestry 
problems. In addition, there were approximately 
100 requests for advice on shade trees and other 
minor problems that were answered by telephone or 
by mail. 


The county forester also offers advice on plant- 
ing; improvement of forests by removing weed trees 
through mechanical and chemical methods; prun- 
ing trees for the production of quality lumber; cor- 
rect timber harvesting and marketing procedures; 
location of permanent woods roads, fire ponds, and 
recreational opportunities. He represents the United 
States Forest Service and State Department of Re- 
sources and Economic Development on the local 
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Rural Areas Development (RAD) Committee, Coun- 
ty Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice Committee, and the County Civil Defense 
Board. 


County woodland owners desiring assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Service, 
Federal Office Building, 62 South Main Street, Ro- 
chester. 


Following are some of the accomplishments of 
the Strafford County program for the fiscal year 
1966: 


1. Prior site suitability was determined for 
81,000 trees planted in the county this year. 


2. Desirable forest trees — white pine, hemlock, 
white birch, and red oak were released by 
removing weed trees, such as gray birch, on 
326 acres. 


3. Ninety-six woodland owners carried out one 
or more good forestry practices on their land. 


4. This year 2,132,000 board feet of timber were 
harvested according to good conservation cut- 
ting practices. 


5. Data was prepared for the RAD Committee, 
to be used by the local beautification commit- 
tees. 


6. A roadside area was developed for beautifi- 
cation beside Back River Road, Dover. 


7. On private woodlands, 11,600 feet of perm- 
anent woods roads were laid out and con- 
structed for fire control. 


8. There were good relationships among timber 
operators, consultant foresters, and state and 
federal agencies promoting forestry in the 
county. 


9. Recent aerial photographs of the entire coun- 
ty were acquired through the efforts of the 
county Extension Service Council and Soil 
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Conservation District. These photos, located 
in the county forester’s office, are used by 
Extension agents and Soil Conservation techni- 
cians to determine land use trends, property 
bounds, forest types, topography, and natural 
beauty and recreation potentials.

SCOPE OF AUDIT

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1964, a 
revenue surplus of $27,663.40, less a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $15,678.55 resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $11,984.85.

$18,171.08, less a revenue surplus of $6,812.51, re- 
sulted in a net budget deficit of $11,358.57.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS 
AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of a substantial num- 
ber of orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court during the fiscal years of 
1964 and 1965, as well as supporting invoices and 
payrolls. The classification of expenditures was not- 
ed. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1965, is indicated in Exhibit P. 
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CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk 
of Court of Strafford County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
County Farm were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County 
Treasurer. 


Statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1964 and 1965 are 
presented in Exhibits G and Q respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current (Deficit) ; 


It is noted that the County ended each fiscal year 
since 1963 in a deficit position. In other words in 
each of the years 1963, 1964 and 1965, the current 
eeues exceeded the total assets as shown here- 
with:

The two contributing factors to this situation are: 
(1) Net overdrafts of appropriations which occur- 
red as follows:

(2) Use of “Cash on Hand” as estimated revenue 
in budget to reduce County Tax, when ‘Cash on 
Hand” did not represent an actual surplus. 


Commissioner’s Office: 


Observations made during the course of the 
audit revealed that the books of the county were 
relatively well kept, although receipts such as the 
proceeds of temporary loans, short term notes, long 
term notes and matured treasury bills, as well as 
some disbursements for the purchase of treasury 
bills and payments of short term notes were not 
recorded on the cash journals of the county. 


Although the transactions omitted from the jour- 
nals were limited in number, the sums involved were 
quite substantial in amount in relation to the gross 
receipts and expenditures of the county. 


As a result of the above-mentioned omissions the 
reconciling of the cash accounts of the county was 
somewhat more difficult to achieve. 


It was also noted that due to some laxity in the 
control of payroll deductions, in some cases the de- 
ductions were not fully remitted to the proper agen- 
cies during the year and in other cases payments 
were made from the county funds in excess of pay- 
roll deductions. 


County Home & Farm: 


The county home and farm consistently exceeds 
its appropriations year after year. During 1964 the 
net overdraft of appropriations by this institution 
amounted to $15,593.46 and in 1965 the net over- 
draft amounted to $51,133.48. It would therefore 
appear that the appropriations voted for the county 
home and farm are either unrealistic, that there 
has been poor management, or that a combination 
et gee factors is causing these appropriation over- 
drafts. 
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County Reports: 


The “Financial Reports” of the County as printed 
in the annual county reports do not reflect the ac- 
tual financial position of the county at the year 
end and are therefore inaccurate, incomplete and 
misleading. 


Records of County Delegation: 


The official records of the clerk of the convention 
for the year 1964 were not made available to the 
auditors during the course of the audit, and further- 
more are not deposited with the secretary of state 
for safe keeping as required. We were unable to 
verify the authenticity of the official records of the 
county delegation for the year 1965. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Commissioners’ Office: 


Chapter 28, Section 20 of the R.S.A. provides as 
follows: 


“28:20. Record. A record of all receipts and 
payments of county funds shall be made by the 
County treasurer in the County receipts and 
payments book, prescribed by the State Tax 
Commission, showing, in the case of receipts, 
the date, source and amount, and, in the case 
of payments, the name of the payee, the vouch- 
er number and amount, properly classified 
according to the uniform classification prescrib- 
ed by said commission.” 


It is clear from the foregoing section of the law 
that all receipts and disbursements must be properly 
recorded and classified in the cash journals of the 
county. 


We recommend that minor revisions of the cash 
journals now in use by the county be initiated in 
order to completely satisfy the requirements of the 
quoted statute. We further recommend that in order 
to improve the control over the assets, liabilities, 
revenues and appropriations of the county, and to 
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facilitate the preparation of the various reports re- 
quired by the county, that the books of the county 
be converted to double entry methods of accounting. 
The modification of the accounting system will be 
minor and the cost of changing over to this method 
of accounting will be inconsequential, but the bene- 
fits to be obtained because of better control of the 
financial operations of the county would be very 
substantial. The additional records and procedural 
changes required will be discussed with the Com- 
missioners and their staff should this reeommenda- 
tion be implemented. 


Also, consideration should be given to simplifying 
the payroll preparation procedures. It would appear 
that the time and effort required under present pay- 
roll procedures might be substantially reduced, 
errors could be minimized and costs could be cur- 
tailed. We suggest that if some payroll functions 
can be centralized, the use of a “multiple write up” 
form of payroll system be adopted. 


More rigid control should be exercised in the 
accounting for and disbursing of employee pay- 
roll deductions to assure that all deductions are 
properly remitted to the various agencies involved. 


County Home and Farm: 


It would appear that to exercise more effective 
control over the operations of these institutions and 
to insure that the county obtains the most for its 
money, that possibly an independent review of man- 
agement, services, and financial requirements of 
these institutions would be required. 


Sales of gasoline to employees should be discon- 
tinued as the use of the tax free gasoline for per- 
sonal use is prohibited both under state and federal 
statutes. 


County Report: 


Extreme diligence should be exercised in the 
preparation of the county reports in order to insure 
that the information therein published be accurate, 
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complete and that the financial statements reflect 
accurately the fiscal condition of the county. 


Clerk of Legislative Delegation: 


Chapter 24, Section 12 of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated provides as follows: 


“24:12. Records. The clerk shall keep in such 
book a true record of the doings of the convention, 
and shall return a certified copy thereof to the 
clerk of the county commissioners immediately 
after each meeting of the convention. The clerk of 
the county commissioners shall record the same at 
length in a book of records of the county provided 
for the purpose, and shall immediately transmit to 
the county treasurer a certified copy of every vote 
for raising a county tax. 


The record book of the convention shall be 
deposited with the secretary of state for safe keep- 
ing, and copies therefrom, attested by him, shall be 
evidence wherever the original record would be 
evidence. 


Records of the doings of the convention, at all 
meetings held at any other place than the State 
House at Concord, shall be immediately forwarded 
by the clerk of the convention to the secretary of 
state, to be by him deposited with the record of the 
county, and an attested copy of the same forward- 
ed to the clerk of the county commissioners. At the 
next meeting of the convention holden at the state 
house the clerk then in office shall enter upon the 
record book, at length and in their proper order, 
the records of such meetings, and shall duly attest 
the same. 


It is clear according to the above-mentioned stat- 
ute that the proceedings of the various delegation 
and executive meetings must be duly inscribed on 
the records and the records properly safe guarded. 
We respectfully recommend that the requirements 
of this statute be complied with. 


Conclusion: 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 
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of the laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a sum- 
mary of its findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) should be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication 
of Exhibits is optional.

The budget was cut everywhere, but mostly at 
the Home; but we still should feel that this cor- 
rected budget is more than ample for an efficient 
Riverside Home Superintendent to work with. The 
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Committee and myself have been begging you, the 
Commissioners, to appoint a Superintendent who 
will toe the line and attend to business. 


The attack, made by, City Manager Donald 
Chick of Dover, and Mayor Royal Edgerly of Roch- 
ester, who were particularly critical of the River- 
side Rest Home operation that plunged $51,000.00 
into the red last year: it will not happen this year, 
because we will be on the look-out every minute. 


The County Home could actually save money if 
you, the commissioners appoint a man who can run 
the Home properly. 


We have deliberated over forty hours on this 
budget for 1966. I will now entertain a motion. 
Rep. Rolfe made a motion, seconded by Rep. Col- 
bath, that the Strafford County 1966 Budget as 
corrected and approved by the Executive Commit- 
tee and the Board of Commissioners be accepted. 
This budget to be presented before a Public Hear- 
ing at the Court House, Dover, N. H. February 15th 
at 7:00 p.m. 


The motion made was unanimously voted on and 
passed by the members present. 


The meeting adjourned at 4:45 p.m.

FEBRUARY 10, 1966: 


The Executive Committee met at 7:00 pm. at the 
Riverside Rest Home to meet with Municipal offi- 
cials and Strafford County citizens interested in 
County affairs. Executive members present were: 
Colbath, Clark, Crouch, Nelson, Rolfe, St. Pierre, 
Commissioners Carberry and McKeon. 


Chairman Dumont as Head of the County Dele- 
gation and Executive Committee opened the meet- 
ing by making a few remarks: My reason for call- 
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ing this very special meeting is to explain every- 
thing to those officials who are genuinely interested 
in the welfare of the County not to those who are 
using the County Budget just for politics. 


The Executive Committee and myself have ap- 
plied economy ax and have cut the proposed bud- 
get increase by $107,000.00. Last year we the 
Executive Committee had no jurisdiction over the 
Superintendent of the Home. The money was spent 
by the time the Executive Committee or myself 
would see the bills, and as you all know, bills have 
to be paid. That is why the County Home went 
$51,000.00 in the red. But this year we will have a 
new Superintendent who will be given ample money 
to work with, but none to spend where it will not 
be needed, because the Commissioners, the Execu- 
tive Committee and myself will be on the lookout. 


I do hope some of you people have toured the 
Rest Home before the meeting. I can sincerely term 
the newly drawn budget a realistic budget. I also 
want to praise Manager Chick of Dover for his sin- 
cerity anid interest; we are all aware that he really 
want to help the County. Manager Chick has never 
missed a meeting offered to the public, has helped 
during the water shortage, with equipment and 
workers, and he always gave us the best of advice, 
which we are grateful for. 


However, I am certainly less enthusiastic about 
His Honor Mayor Royal Edgerly of Rochester. 
Mayor Edgerly has been one of the most critical 
persons of our County Budget. Invitations have been 
sent to His Honor, but we can honestly say that he 
has never attended a meeting regardless of what 
the purpose was for. I don’t think His Honor knows 
where the County Farm is. I’ll repeat what I have 
said to the Press, I think that some local officials, 
particularly Mayor Edgerly are focusing attention 
on County Budget to relieve their own budgetary 
problems. 


Getting back to the budget, the County Com- 
missioners were asking for things they did not 
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need and they did not ask for things that were 
needed; such as an $8,000.00 request for a refrig- 
eration system that will cost $1500.00 — $500.00 for 
a mangler that will cost $1800.00. A request for 
$15,000.00. 


The Commissioners asked, ‘They thought that 
they still owed on the Artesian Well built last year. 
Actually only $7,000.00 is owed. Commissioner John 
Donovan of Somersworth has not attended any 
meeting. Commissioner Carberry has never missed a 
meeting, and Commissioner McKeon has attended 
every meeting and has worked to help. Thank you 
for listening to my remarks, and I will now enter- 
tain your questions. 


City Manager, Mr. Chick, immediately praised 
Chairman Dumont for making a wise decision and 
getting this whole matter out in the open. “I am 
glad that a special meeting was calied to give muni- 
cipal officials their chance to debate issues, that 
was never before intelligently taken care of. I do 
think that Paul is trying to do the right thing and 
I think he is to be commended. I have always 
found Paul to be extremely cooperative in giving 
out information. You have to remember he has a 
tough job. With his Executive Committee, I think 
that they have done well. 


Others asking questions were: Don Sumner, Dur- 
ham; George Lovejoy, City Councilman, Roches- 
ter; Mayor Tuttle, Dover. 


City Manager Chick asked the Committee to 
make efficient not only the operation of the County 
Farm but the accounting method used to determine 
the cost of patient care. I believe the County jail 
should be a separate account and County patients 
at the Riverside Rest Home should be separated 
from those patients who are the responsibility of 
the State, Cities and Towns, insofar as bookkeeping 
is concerned. 


Queried as to how deficit spending is to be halted, 
Chairman Dumont admitted the County Delegation 
can do little about it because the County Commis- 
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sioners have spent the money by the time the dele- 
gation learns of the financial status of the County 
at any given time during the year, and Dumont once 
again told the people present that himself and the 
Executive Committee hope that he has explained 
that most important question once and for all. 


Chairman Dumont said that the Executive Com- 
mittee worked over the proposed budget for over 
forty hours instead of four or five hours, that 
normally would have been devoted to the work. 
We have cut the budget $107,000.00 which was 
achieved by increasing estimated revenue $33,000- 
.00 and decreasing expenditures $74,000.00 and 
again this is a realistic budget. 


The budget for 1966 as you have read and ques- 
tioned tonight will go before a public hearing at 
the Court House, Dover, N. H. on February 15th at 
7:00 p.m., after’ which the Legislative Delegation 
will meet and approve the appropriation. 


I want to thank my Executive Committee and 
all you people who have taken the time to come 
and visit the Riverside Home and listen to a de- 
tailed explanation of this year’s budget. I do hope 
you will come again.
